HOW BILL BAKTON WAS 
KILLED.

The Gonon Courier gives tho Following 
particulars of the nhuotinj» at Coluvillo, 
Mono county, of ISill Barton, formerly 
the driver of an express wagon in Vir- 
ginia City: Last Friday afternoon two 
strangers arrived in Ooleville, Antelope 
valley, and ropresenled that they were 
on their way to Mason valley, to work 
for Hock Mason. Their property con- j 
aisted principally of two horses, two mules 
and a big six-shooter. They ivero very 
reticent about their former residence, 
simply saying they had come over tho 
mountains from Calaveras ■ unty. It 
_ Was not long until iho you ^er of the 
two became engaged in a poker game in 
Barnett's barroom with one William Bar- 
ton, .commonly known as Bill, and a 
rough character. 

The game went along smoothly until 
about 5 o'clock Saturday morning, when 
Barton became quarrelsome and made 
some threats relative to slapping the 
young stranger's mouth. Soon — perhaps 
a quarter of an hour — after the above 
threats, there was a hand played in which 
the stranger showed tho boat cards, and 
reached for the money. Barton made a 
grab for tho pot at the same moment. A 
scramble ensued in which Barton rose to 
his feet. As Barton rose the other 
stranger, drawing his pistol, jumped up 
from a chair lie had been sitting in, step- 
ped up to Barton, placed the muzzle of 
the revolver within two inches of his neck 
und shot him dead. The ball passed 
through_the jugular vein and lodged in 
the cervical vertobno. The man who did 
the shooting then asked the barkeeper, 
"Did I do that I" On being answered in 
the affirmative, he immediately put out, 
and at lust accounts had not been caught. 

The officers forthwith arrested the 
young gambler, who gave his name as A. 
B. Davis of Copperupolia, Calaveras Co., 
Cal., and tho name of the man who did 
the shooting as Andy McGinty of tho 
same place. No reason can be assigned 
for tho murder, as McGinty had no words 
with Barton and had no interest in the 
game. McGinty is described as a man 
about 35 years of nge, live feet eight 
inches in height, brown hair, sandy mous- 
tache, thin visage, Roman nose, and left 
eye out; wore, when ho loft, a dark llan- 
nal shirt, vest and blue overalls.

MA NITO BA '8 CL A IMS. 

A statement of tho claims of the pro- 
vince of Manitoba, as liouipiled by the 
Farmers' Union, has been received by the 
Ottawa government. Tho petition is an 
exhaustive document, comprising nearly 
100 pages, anil is signed by Dr. Fleming, 
H. (i. Clarke and George Purvis on behalf 
of the union. Ou the question of settling 
the laud claims it says: "The pretended 
reason given was the difficulties of settle- 
ment. The real reason was that a ring was 
formed among the officials in the depart- 
ment of the interior at Ottawa, and under 
the manipulation of that ring two kinds of 
people only could get patents for the land, 
whether their chums were good or not. 
First, those who were in power themselves 
or who could command powerful influence 
on the souators or members of tho com- 
mons or of tho government; second, those 
who were ready and willing to pay such a 
suns for their patents, whether their claims 
were good or bad, as might be demanded 
by tho agents of the ring in the department 
af tho interior." The statement concludes 
as follows: "We feel thilt iustend of any 
longer agitating the questions of Manito- 
ba's rights here, only to find ourselves 
again put oil' by the shuttling tricks of 
parly politicians or to be betrayed by party 
tools who do not hesitate to sacrifice the 
country to their personal profit or advant- 
age, the proper course is to ask Her Majes- 
ty to intervene. Wo. will not be deterred 
from that course by any cry of disloyalty 
that may be howled at us by any political 
party or by a slavish and mercenary party 
press. As British subjects we take Uncon- 
stitutional means, which is hallowed by 
time and custom in tho British nation." 
While the reference in tho above to a de- 
partmental ring may he unjust and incor- 
rect, the opinion is being expressed by 
those who were formerly inclined to wink 
at the matter, that a thorough reorganiza- 
tion of tho interior department is called for. 
There is hardly a member of parliament but 
complains of the difficulty of obtaining sat- 
isfaction from the present minister, and we 
understand strong representations Lmvo 
been made to Sir John to give hitn his 
conge. This, it is generally believed, Sir 
John has done, as Sir David McPherson 
has left Ottawa, and as the leading French 
conservative paper in the province of Que- 
bec, La Miuerve, puts it, "not to return as 
minister of the crown." 

RECIPROCITY WITH JAMAICA. 

Wo informed our readers a few weeks 
ago that the Island of Jamaica was about 
to send delegates to Canada to interview 
the government on the question of a re- 
ciprocity treaty between the sister colo- 
nics. The commissioners in question ar- 
rived at Ottawa on tho 4th inst, the fol - 
lowing gentlemen being iu the party: — 
Hon. II. tl. Hocking, attorney general; 
Hon. C. S. Farquharaon, member of the 
legislative council; Mr. R. (lillard, col- 
lector general and Mr. Chas. Levy. They 
have interviewed members of parliament 
freely and were given au opportunity of 
explaining their propositions to the cibi- 
net. Nothing has, as yet, transpired re- 
specting the consultation, but it is likely 
that we shall know the course our govern- 
ment propose to take in a few days. A 
correspondent of The Catmint, conversing 
with tho Jamaicans, ascertained that 
sugar, tropical fruits and rum are the 
chief commodities which they desire to 
have admitted free from duty into Can- 
ada. Tho sunar product from the island 
thoy say represents ;{0,U0() hogsheads an- 
nually, a largo portion of which already 
comes into the Dominion. They, in turn, 
proDose to admit Canadian lumber, flour, 
butter, provisions and several lines of 
manu f actured goods into thoir markets 
free. Jamaica has a population at pre- 
sent of about U00, 000, supplied with 
breadstuff's and provisions chiefly from tho 
United States, which, they contend, 
might just as well come from Canada. 
Tho island imports annually about 400,- 
000 barrels of Hour, upon which there is a 
duty of §2 a barrel, and if there wore a 
discriminating duty in favor of Canadian 
flour the whole of tho trade could be 
secured for our exporters. Tho Jamai- 
cans add that their people nro willing to 
aurronder §300,000 annually of the pre- 
sent revenue to carry the proposed re- 
ciprocity treaty, believing what they lose 
in this respect will be gamed by the cor- 
responding development of a largo and 
valuable trade when direct and regular 
steamship communication, corallary of a 
treaty, is established. 

THE MANITOBA CONFISCATION. 

A tremendous outcry has been made 
throughout Ontario and Quebec against 
an act passed by ihe legislature of Man- 
itoba at its last, session, providing for a 
large number of exemptions from seizure 
for debt. Among the exemptions from 
seizure are real estatu under occuption to 
tho value of $2,. r )00 and §500 worth of 
furniture; and, to make matters worse, 
the measure is retroactive, applying to 
debts incurred before tho passage as well 
as to liabilities that may be hereafter 
contracted. Among the business men af- 
fected by the act are the agricultural im- 
plement makers, and these are up in arms 
against it. Thousands of implements 
have been sold to Manitoba farmers at 
long credits, and as tho Compton act also 
excludes from seizure all tools, agricul- 
tural implements, etc., to the value of 
§500, it will bo seen that the manufactur 
era under it are liable to have the fruity 
of their industry swept away naturally 
thoy are indignant. Several other manu- 
facturing industries are affected by this 
measure of confiscation, and it is not to 
be wondered at that the boards of trade 
throughout the country are condemning 
it and asking for its disallowance. The 
amusing feature of the caso is the specta- 
cle of the Ontario liberals clamoring for 
the disallowance of tho bill, air hough not 
many months ago they were making fran 
tic appeals to the people fur the abolition 
of the veto power entirely. Their cry of 
provincial rights is thus proved to be a 
hollow one, and they show that when 
their pockets are affected how readily they 
can look down from the lofty pinnacle of 
principle upon which it was their boast to 
stand. 

A CANADIAN PACIFIC DEAL. 

The Canadian Pacific railway has 
thrown consternation into the camps of 
tho northern railways of the states by an- 
nouncing cortain changes in the rates and 
arrangements for carrying immigrants. 
It is a brilliant coup on Mr. Van Home's 
part to protect Canada against tho theft 
of her immigrants by tho United States 
roads. In future full rates will be charged 
from the boundary lino, and as this will 
compel the American roads to increase 
their charges, immigrants will prefer to 



travel all tho way by the Canadian Pacific 
railway. To meot this change the com- 
pany has arranged for the sale of tickets 
to European emigrants arriving at Castle 
garden, New York, to Winnipeg, via 
brockville for 813.60. Onco on board 
the cars they cannot bo won over to re- 
main on American soil by the blandish- 
ments of the agents of the American 
companies, as it is morally cortain that 
the immigrant having onco purchased his 
ticket will not forfoit it at the request of 
an individual. That the change has dealt 
a severe blow to tho American roads is 
evident frojri the howl they are making. 

FINANCIAL CI1ANUES. 

Tho welcome intelligence has boon flash- 
ed across tho ocean that so far tho finance 
minister has boon successful in effecting an 
arrangement for the conversion of $25,- 
000,000 of 5 per conts into 4 per cents, the 
holders of tho bonds taking tho new securi- 
ties at 91). By this arrangement a large 
annual saving will be effected to the public. 
Considerable attention has been paid to tho 
proposition of tho president of the bank of 
Montreal to require banks to hold in gov- 
ernment bonds dollar for dollar of thoir cir- 
culation. Tho proposal has been received 
with considerable favor, and it is under- 
stood that tho finance minister will exam- 
ino into tho subject on his return from 
England, with a view to introducing legis- 
lation next session to carry tho change into 
effect. The largo banks liko tho scheme; 
but tho smaller ones oppose it, as its effect 
will bo to diminish profits and render tho 
establishment of new banks more difficult. 



TIIlJ TOBY POLICY. 

If the recent speeches of Lord Church- 
ill are to bo credited, tho policy of tho 
now conservative government will be 
about as follows: For Ireland, roturn to 
the policy of Pitt, Peel and Beaconsfield, 
a comprehensive revision of tho present 
liscal revenue arrangement; vigorous re- 
trenchment in tho national nuance; re- 
form of procedure of tho commons by 
meeting curlier, rising earlier, and giving 
much larger power to committee of the 
house; a large scheme of local reform for 
Ireland, England and tho metropolis; a 
comprehensive inquiry into tho whole op- 
eration of the Indian government; con- 
tinuing British predominance in Egypt, 
and making a close alliance with tho 
Suhau.

Mr. Semliu, M. P. I'., criticisod ad- 
versely the administration, as a good and 
respected oppositionist is bound to do and 
then, after a few remarks from Mr. James 
Rtid (M. P. for Cariboo) the meeting sep- 
arated apparently well satislied with the 
course the government has pursued.

Eastern Canada Mail.

Pour Hope, June 8. — Port IIopo and 
vicinity were visited last Sunday night by 
the most sovero thunder and hailstorm 
ever seen here.

There was no insurance on any of 
the property.

Thoro 
were a great number of excursionists get- 
ting on hero. They immediately left tho 
steamer, and as it was found impossible to 
put out tho tire she was backud just nbovs 
tho wharf and is burned to tho water's 
edge. 

Lisstowkl, Juno 9. — A fire broke out 
at (>:'.'>{) this afternoon in t ho basement of 
McOosh Bros.' largo flour mill, totally de- 
stroying tho mill and machinery. 

Ottawa, June 10. — Jennie Swart/., who 
kept a house of ill fame, was brutally 
beaten by a notorious character named 
Carlo. Ho wont to Aylmor, where 
county constable Flathers followed him 
III attempting to arrest Carlo, Flathers 
was knocked down with a loaded stick 
and shot, being struck iu the groin, pro - 
bably fatally. After shooting the con- 
stable, Carlo escaped to the woods, fol- 
lowed by a crowd which soon numbered 
over one hundred. Tho woods have been 
surroundod, and it will bodyiioult for hitn 
to escapo. Flathers is very low. 

Halifax, Juno 7. — Major General 
Laurie, who is now at Moose .law, North 
west territory, has made arrangements to 
reside there throughout at least tho best, 
part of tho remainder of tho year. lie 
lias written to Ins family, living on his 
farm noar Oakfield, to proceed to Moose 
Jaw. The supposition ia that the general 
is to bo placed in command of one of tho 
divisions of the now force now being or- 
ganized iu tho Northwest. 

Montreal, Juno 11.— DeSola Bros. & 
Archer, tobacco manufacturers, who as- 
signed some time ago with liabilities of 
£90,000, have offered creditors 20 per 
cent. 

Senator Chaffee's house and outbuild- 
ings at St. Cesuire, with, sixteen other 
houses and stores, wore destroyed by lire 
on tho night of tho 9th, causing a total 
loss of between of between iJlfiO.OOO ami 
ij'200,000 

Z Auorbach, importer of fancy goods 
and jewelry hore, has assigned. Tho lia- 
bilities are not definitely known, but it is 
thought they will not exceed 830,000 or 
$•10,000, due mostly in Europe. 

Ottawa, Juno 11. — The Queen has cre- 
ated ex Governor Archibald of Nova Sco- 
tia a Knight of St. Michael and St. 
George. Middloton and Carun will fol- 
low. 

A linn of British capitalists have had 
Mr. Eddy's water power mills and facto- 
ries here valued by an expert at $900,000, 
and will probably purchase them. These 
are among tho largest mills iu Canada. 

London, Ont., Juno 8 — Mary Ann 
Stokes, stabbed by Benjamin Summons 
on Friday evening, died iu the hospital 
last evening. 

Pkkscott, Juno 8 — \Vm. Benson, M. 
1'., died at his residence in Cardinal this 
morning at 5 o'clock. Ho had only been 
ailing a couple of days. Heart disease 
was tho cause . 

Garden Hill, Juno 8 — During a vio- 
lent thunderstorm on Saturday S. Bryans, 
a farmer, was struck by lightning and in- 
stantly killed while standing in his own 
house. A hired man had a narrow escape, 
being rendered unconscious for some 
time. 

Sackville, N. B., June 8. — The Mount 
Allison Methodist collego has conferred 
tho degree of M. A. on Miss Hattie Stew- 
art, being the first time an oducational in- 
stitution in Canada has conferred such an 
honor upon a lady. 

Ottawa, June 8. — It is understood that 
holdors of dominion licenses have given 
up tho idea of fighting tho province, and - 
will stop aolling liquor. Thoir counaol 
advised them iu this direction. 

London, Out., Juno 8 — About 2 
o'clock this morning Jamoa H. Cousins, 
for some time clerk in tho postoflice, was 
arrested, charged with robbing tho mails. 
Tho arrest was made on the strength of 
information laid by Inspector Barber. 
Last evening Cousins was observed slip- 
ping a letter into his pocket. Ou being 
searched, two registored letters were 
found in his pockets, one containing $3 and 
the other $30.

They 
galloped into their camp and disarmed 
them McKay asked Mrs. Gowanlock if 
she was a prisoner wit It the breeds, and 
she replied thai they had saved hor by 
leaving Big Boar. Maekay returned tho 
broeos their arms, leaving three moil to 
escort I hem to I'itt and then followed 
after the other party, with whom wore 
Mrs Uufresne, Simpson and tho others. 
Muck ay left four men to bring them to 
Pitt, sending two others with the news to 
Strange. He then started himself, over- 
taking Mrs. Gowaulook and party near 
the scene of Steele's engagement. 

Winnipko, June tl).— A dispatch from 
Calgary gives an account of one of the most 
hanowing events yet recorded of tho rbbel- 
lion. It is told by Father Lacotubo. A 
half-breed, footsore, wear}', and hardly 
able to stand, walked into tho mission at 
Calgary yesterday. His name is Francois 
Ueuieau. Nearly live weeks ago his wife 
and live children, along with two other 
half-breed families, were murdered before 
his eyes. 

About th.' lime of tho Duck Lake fight 
Uenienu was freighting north from Buck 
Lake for the Hudson Hay Company to 
Green Lake. Returning via Carleton, and 
when not far from the lattjr, Father Pac- 
quet told him of the Duck Lake light, aud 
advised him not to go any further south, 
lie was then io-ar Carleton. Father Fac- 
quot remained with his family and three 
other families, and they loft for the north, 
intending to reach Green Lake. The party 
afterwards divided, leaving Remeau with 
his family aud. another family to tollow. 
One day wfiiile on the Green Lake trail, and 
when Remeau was away from camp hunt- 
ing for game, several Indians pounced on 
the defenceless camp and killed Remeau 's 
wife, his three boys and his two girls with- 
in sight ol their father, who had nothing 
but a shotgun and a few charges of shot. 
His first impulse was to rush forward, but 
the distance was too great, and he saw that 
he could be of no assistance. The Indians 
also killed the occupants of Ihe other 
camps and poor Kemeau turned about, 
struck south, and has been nearly nine 
weeks reaching a place of safety. He 
struck the Blackfoot trail, and was cared 
for en route by Rev. Father Doucet. He is 
a veritable skeleton. He has subsisted on 
skunks, ruuskrats, eggs and roots for live 
weeks, some days doing without food. The 
Indians were of Big Bear's band, and Re- 
meau thinks that they have killed more 
people than is generally known. 

a mother's joy. 
Ottawa, June 10.— Mrs. Fulford, 
■ mother of Mrs. Delaney, who whs so rc- 
! cently in tho hands of Big Bear's tribe, 
resides in neat little cottage about live 
miles from this city, on the Aylmor road. 
When informed of tho good news for hor 
she seemed to doubt that such a thing 
was possible, anil it was some time after 
sho was told that her daughter was safe 
that she could realize it. ''I had given 
up all hope of ever seeing my poor 
daughter again, and the thought of hor 
having been subjected to tho terrible 
treatment and torture of tho Indians, as 
has been reported, made it so much harder 
for me t<: bear. On! it is too good to bo 
true, [s there any possibility of this re 
port, like many of the others we have re- 
ceived, being without any foundation/" 
When assured that tho dispatch given to 
her, which was a copy of the one read by 
the minister of militia in parliament, was 
direct from Col. Straubenzie, who had 
seen Mrs Delaney, she appeared to banish 
all her doubts as to the safety of her 
daughter. Whatever doubts might still 
have lingered in the poor old lady's mind 
wore removed by the arrival of a telegram 
direct from Mrs. Delaney, announcing her 
escape, which camo in before her visitor 
loft.

Railway, Steamer, Stage and 
Foot Travel. 



Immense Snow Slides in Icille- 
wuil Valley. 



Mr. C. H. Dunn, late station agunt at 
Silver City, Alberta, for the Canadian 
Pacific railway, arrived in Victoria yes- 
terday from that point, and is at tho Oc- 
cidental, having accomplished tho jour- 
ney in eight and a half days, walking 
throe, resting one, and by rail, stage and 
steamer doing the four. To a reporter 
Mr. Dunn said he had had a most plea- 
sant and very interesting and novel trip. 
Leaving Silver City he came by rail to 
near Stoney Creek, which is to be crossed 
by the highest wooden bridge in the con- 
tinent, the stream rushing 295 feet below. 
The bridge will be 1150 feut in length. 
At Gulden City supplies were very scarce 
and prospectors had to visit Sand Point, 
Idaho, and pack them to Golden City. 
About 250 prospectors are engaged this 
season, principally in the Selkirks, and 
orio placer digging was reported Where 
$4.50 per day to the niun was being taken 
out, Two cases of scurvy were discovered 
a couple of miles nurth of Golden City a 
short time ago. The two men had been 
looking after a mining claim and when 
found were in an' almost insensible condi- 
tion. The party that found thorn pro- 
ceeded tn town and procured fresh vege- 
tables, fruit, file., and hurried back, tine 
of the men refused nourishment and died 
shortly after while the other is in tho hos- 
pital at Golden City. From Stoney creek 
there is a poor trail Pi miles to the summit 
of tho Selairks, over which Mr. Dunn 
travelled with a fifty pound pack on his 
buck. The scenery changes from this 
point from donse timber to a variety of 
trees, cedar, white pine and deciduous. 
For the next two days travel was in the 
valley of the foillewait, the turbulent 
stream rushing at high speed through 
narrow gorges at a frightful rate. This is 
the descent of the Selkirks. The upper 
portion of the valley will '<e unsafe for 
habitation on account of (he immense 
snow-slides that are constantly occurring, 
though the lower part is composed of 
magnificent bench laud, which will no 
doubt be well cultivated, as the soil is of 
great richness. Mr Dunn climbed over 
no less than a dozen snow slides in the 
upper portion of the valley, several of 
which were of great depth. Uno com- 
pletly covered the [cillowalt river, having 
come down from both sides of the moun- 
tain. Through this the rapid current 
soon cut its way, and now passes in a 
subterranean channel, with a depth of 
snow of over 100 feet above it. Tho 
foice of these snow slides is awful, the 
trees being ground into matchwood, 
trunks, limbs, roots and ajl, and are scat- 
tered through the snow, preserving it 
from the hot rays of tho sun, which at 
this tune is 85' in the shade. The 
slides are thus rendered of such a nature 
that it will be impossible for it to thaw 
this year. Four Danes were lost in this 
avalanoho uf snow, and the probability is 
their bodies will never again bo icon. To 
avoid this dangerous spot, the railway 
company have decided to tunnel along the 
mountain aide a distance of I'JOO feet 
through the earth and rock deposit. Tho 
tunnel will require to be timbered, as the 
loose nature of the material requires it. 
Whether this will delay construction is 
not known. Stoney creek bridge will 
delay track-laying six weeks in its con- 
struction, though an immense number of 
men are busy grading, and it is thought 
so soon as the bridge is built nearly all 
the Rosa construction will have boon 
finished and track laying will proceed at a 
rapid rato. It ia eighty miles from Stoney 
creek to where the tunnel will be built. 

The timber throughout tho valley is of 
splendid proportions, sticks measuring 8 
and 10 feet through. Tho vegetable 
growth is tropical in appearance, tho 
"Devil's club," a vine with large leaf and 
small tlower, and ferns and floating moss, 
giving this effect. On the trees the hair 
moss in hanging 12 and 15 inches in lengtl% 
of a light yellow shade, while musses of 
many other kinds and lichen are abund- 
ant. The valley is well watered; besides 
the rushing river, there being dashing 
mountain streams every short distance, 
the music of tho waters rising and soften- 
ing during its ontiro length. The 
humidity of the atmosphere and rapid 
decomposition is probably on account of 
the spray from those hundreds of falls of 
water. Tho new town of Farwell 
is reached shortly after leaving Icille- 
wait pass, the latter being in full 
view (rum the town, which is well situated 
on a high and dry spot on the Columbia. 
Siuee the lire it has been rapidly rebuilt, 
threo of the new hotels being of handsome 
proportions, with reramlas running clear 
round the buildings, which are painted and 
well furnished, and giro a meal in a style 
equal to an old city. The main street is 
10U feet in width, and has a number of 
good buildings, with any number of wbis- 
k"y shops and gambling houses going full 
blast day and night. Business was good, 
though there is a difficulty in getting sup- 
plies, the steamer on the Columbia only 
bringing in railway supplies. 

While defaulting postmaster Hibbs was 
at Farwell ho was let out of §200 by a pro- 
fessional gambler, who was almost tempted 
to suicide when ho found that Hibbs had 
got away with 510,000 on his person. Tho 
latter invested $:i,0l)U in one of the new 
Farwell hotels. 

The feeling of uncertainty with regard to 
title of land of Farwell site and the dis- 
puted jurisdiction of Province and Domin- 
ion whs causing considerable embarrass- 
ment nt the time; but that has since been 
satisfactorily arranged. 

The lino of stages from Farwell to Eagle 
Pant" Lauding are first-class in every way, 
though the road in some places is pretty 
rough. The stage trip is a very pleasant 
one, the passage by ferry over the lakes be- 
ing very enjoyable and reminding the pass- 
enger of a scene on the locks in the High- 
lands. 

At E iglo Pais landing the town is about 
a mile from the railway lino, and i.s built 
on a narrow atrip between the hill and tho 
river, with a st.-eet about thirteen feet 
wide and bo crooked that only a few- 
houses can be seen at a time. Teams go 
into a vacant lot to pass, and pedestrians 
cling to doorways in (he narrow portions 
of the street. Business at Eagle Pass 
landing was brisk and railway work pro- 
gressing. 

The Peerless, a fine boat, was taken at 
tho landing, and tho trip down tho 
Thompson and Lake Kamloops to Van 
Home was a moat pleasurable one. On 
the way down the river the Lady Dufferin 
was passed, she having had a narrow es- 
cape from destruction by tiro. A quan- 
tity of baled hay had ignited and could 
not bo extinguished, so it was pitched into 
the river, the steamer being only slightly 
charred in the stern timbers by the fire. 
Two miles further on the hay was over- 
taken, still burning on tho water. 

From Van Horno a quick trip was mnde 
to Port Hammond, on one piocu of the 
road below Vale thirteen miles in ten 



minutes being made, the quickest time Mr. 
Dunn ever experienced on the C. P. 11. 
line; Mr. Dunn is an old railway man, 
having been connected with various east- 
ern roads, and doscribes tho track on the 
Onderdonk contract in splendid condi- 
tion, It is his intention to make his 
home in this province, and so far he has 
been delighted with tho climate and 
charming scenery. 

From Farwell. 

(Correspondence of The Colonist.) 

Farwell, June 13, 1885. 
I see an item in your paper of the 5th 
June, stating that whisky, etc., ia being 
brought up wholesale by tho steamer 
Kootenai from St. Petersburg (new name 
for Little Dalles, twullly-six miles above 
Colville.) This is incorrect, as tho steamer 
has brought up nothing so far but C P. R. 
freight. Such a statement is calculated 
to injure Capt. VV. Moore, tho polite and 
eftioieiit custom house ollicur at Fort 
Sheppard. Ho bus, so far, buarded tho 
steamer at the boundary lino and traveled 
with her to Farwell and back again to tho 
boundary lino overy trip she has made. 
The C. P. R. aro selling to outsiders 
quantities of provisions brought from St. 
Petersburg under a special permit from 
tho Dominion government to tho detri- 
ment of regular traders, who aro com- 
pelled to ship their stuff in from the 
west. 

Police Commissioner George Hopo 
Johnston paid tho town a visit last week. 
He "pulled" several of the saloons 
(pulled is the local term for summoned.) 
Johnston and his specials are called Cos- 
sacks, a very appropriate term, for they 
do most outrageous acts. They sum- 
moned a hotolkeeper named Hansen un- 
der a search warrant, issued on an infor- 
mation in May, eighty-five miles distant, 
sworn to at Beaver city. All tho liquor 
cases before Johnston since Mr. Sproat 
arrived have beon appealed. Johiiston's 
search warrants aro like bank circular 
nolus, good anywhere. 

Mr. Sprout arrested a man named Rodd 
for selling liquor without a license, and 
lined him i}2S0 and costs. Altogether, 
judicial matters here are mixed, and the 
sooner the chief justice arrives and 
straightens them out iho betier. 

The other day one of Johnston's special 
officers seized John McGillies' Htoek of 
liquors and placed them in tho barracks. 
McGillies consulted Mr. Sproat, and a war- 
rant was sworn out against the specials for 
removing tho liquor. Officer Kirkup wont 
to tho barracks and demanded the liquor, 
the special iu charge of it refusing. Kirk- 
up broke open the door, secured tho liquor 
aud summoned the special to appear before 
Mr. Sproat. When tho case cume on the 
special failed to appear, and it was discov- 
ered that he had gone east, where it is 
hoped he will wisely remain. 

Tho mails for Farwell get as far as Eaglo 
Pass Lauding and there stop. It is a great 
inconvenience tho hick of a post office. The 
B. C. Express Company run their stages 
twice a week through from the Lauding to 
Farwell, a distance u\ (.7 miles, and it is 
Inconsiderate that the post office depart- 
ment do not make arrangements to havo 
the mails forwarded by the stages 

The town is rapidly growing, and several 
costly hotels and stores have been erected. 
The population now numbers about 500. 
Business generally is good, but it is ex- 
pected will boom if the Big ljend iuIuob 
turn out as anticipated, 

The temporary structure over the Col- 
umbia opened to-day, the loth, for teams 
ami foot passengers. The building of the 
railway bridge will at once bo commenced, 

Mr. Sproat's management of provincial 
affairs is giving great satisfaction, and tho 
town is remarkably quiet and orderly.

Arrive!!) in Charge ol' the Police. 

Isaac N. Hibbs, tho defaulting post 
master of Lewiston, Idaho, canio down 
on the Yoseiuito yesterday in charge of 
Mr. Hussey, government agont, and ac- 
companied by several American officials. 
Hibbs dodged tho ollicers down the Frasor, 
but was at last arrested ut Harrison rjvor. 
Hibbs registered in Victuri'i at the Orien- 
tal as Wilson in May last, and again on 
the 2d of June, and departed for tho in- 
terior only one day ahead of the American 
detectives, going as far as Farwell, where 
ho proposed entering business, and in- 
vested considerable money. 

Mr. Hussoj - , who made the arrest at Har 
risen river, took Hibbs to Yale, whore he 
bad previously been staying in the siuuo 
hotel with the post office inspectors, who 
bad not recognized him. Hibbs nckifowl- 
edges the fraud of obtaining the money by 
issuing post office money orders with lie- 
titious names, but does not think he has 
committed any forgery, u thing ho states ho 
was careful not to do. However, the in- 
formation on which he was arrested is that 
of malicious forgery, and it wiil remain to 
bo found iu court to-day whether 
or not that is the correct charge, 
Hibbs is under the impression that it is 
not, und had purchased a hotel at Far - 
well, the furniture for which is now on 
tho way and he was also on route fur Vic- 
toria to purchase a stock. When searched 
at Vale, his clothoa wore found to bu 
literally padded with bank notes of vari- 
ous amounts, §o00, 8100 and §5(1, in all 
amounting to §10,500. There was quiio 
a rivalry between Mr. W. F. Kitten- 
bach, president of the Liuviston National 
bank, aud tho two postofHco inspectors us 
to who would first reach Hibbs, tho 
former wishing to obtain tho amount ul 
the bonds of which ho was security 
They stuck to each othor right through, 
though there was ljttlo friendship exist 
ing between them . 

Oil his arrival hero he wan taken to the 
police barracks nnd will appear in court 
to-day. 

Prior to bis defalcation, which is be- 
lieved to amount to 820,000, Llibbs hud 
borne a good character nnd bis dishonesty 
was a surprise to everyone. \

structed for gaol piu pus> s is south uf To. 
paze avenue and twelve aores in extent. 
Tho building will be three stories iu height, 
with cellar, the cell portion in the rear bft. 
ing one storey in height. The main por- 
tion is 32x112 foot, facing toward the south, 
and commanding a line prospect from its 
elevated position, Upon the basement 
floor is situated a largo kitchen, und adja- 
cent thereto a laundry anil drying room, 
each filled with till requisite liiitnres for 
culinary and laundry purposes, and having 
openings, protected by iron, through which 
food, clothing, etc., ean bo passed in to the 
prisoners' ward. 1'pon the same floor 
there is a dining rouui and kitchen for the 
Use of the prison officials. On' the first 
flour there in a large office, a visitor's room, 
and gaoler's quartern, baths, etc. On the 
second floor there is a chapel library and 
chambers, 

Projecting from tho rear is the male 
ward, tneaiuring -10x81 feet. The cells are 
iu three tiers, connected by stairways lo 
balconies. Each cell is ooiniooted by a 
vent near the ceiling to a huge ventilating 
sluift. The smoke Hues pass through the 
shaft, tho heat from ranges aud stoves 
causing the draught which carries all foul 
air from the cells to the outlet ut tho roof, 
thus providing proper ventilation for each 
cell. This cell wing will havo the morning 
sun on one side nnd the afternoon sun on 
tho other, so that it will be quite a pleas- 
ant place to be incarcerated, overy precau- 
tion having been taken to preveiil prison- 
ers from breaking gaol. The wing is sur- 
rounded by a 12-foot high fence, extending 
from the main building, nnd giving a yard 
room of 30x80 feet ou each side. The male 
ward will accommodate ',10 prisoners, 

The female ward is on tho left hand side 
of the main building, with cells in tiers ar- 
ranged similarly to the mule cells, and ac- 
commodating 12 prisoners. 

The gaol building will be strongly con- 
structed in every paitioulor, the walls and 
partitions being of brick upon stone foun- 
dations. The whole will present a sub- 
stantial and handsome appearance, and 
will bo an infinite improvement on the 
present Bastion street gaol, which is much 
overcrowded, and no accommodation pro- 
vided for the isolation ol females. 

The tenders for tho construction of the 
now gaol will be opened to-duy, and work 
commenced as soon as satisfactory arrange, 
ments are made.

BLOWING UP A SHIP. 



POSSIBILITY OF THE WARFARE OF 
THE FUTURE. 



Dropping; lioiubs from tho Skios— A Mls»

Our equipment was the snme na before, 
escept Uiat half of us carried single tea 
pound bomb instead of three live pound 
ones. V r e followed the shore ou the 
southern side of the bay as far oa Dalkey 
island, which borders it in that direction. 
About a mile in the oiling were visiblo 
the lights of a large .steamer, the first of 
the line. We knew that the next oae lay- 
two miles beyond her, but from that dis- 
tance we could not make out her lights. 
Arrived at a point almost directly ubovo 
the vessel, 1 halted my little party 
and explained my plans, which were ex- 
ceedingly simpler One of the men, bear- 
ing a ten pound bomb, was to descend 
cautiously until he was near enough to 
drop his burden into the funnel, after 
which he was to rise upward again as fast 
as possible. The rest were to remain in 
readiness to repeat the manu'uvre if it 
should fail the first time. The man se- 
lected at once began the descent, and for 
a few moments wo strained our eyes 
through the gloom, vainly trying to fol- 
low his movements. Presently a slight 
rattle was heard; there was a bright Hash 
and a stunning report. The bomb had 
missed the funnel and exploded ou thu 
deck. 

For a few seconds thero was dead si- 
lence, theu a confusion of many voices; 
then a shot was heard, a rocket whizzed 
up past us and burst iuto 1,01)0 points of 
dazzling brightness, which lighted up 
with noonday clearness an area of more 
than a mile In the unearthly glare wo 
could plainly see our comrades hastening 
upward tr- rejoin us. Before, 'he iutenso 
brightness had gone out, there was a sec- 
ond report, another rocket came hurtling 
and screaming right among us, and burst 
iuto great bla/iug stars above. The ef- 
fect was indescribably magnificent, 
but sadly disconcerting to our 
plans. We were confused and 
dazzled, aud must have been plainly 
visib'e to those ou board. "Scat- 
ter, men, scatterl " I shouted as a third 
rocket came almost in the track of the 
second. It was plainly impossible to re- 
main where we were, but iu spite of the 
tlaming, sulphurous masses that were 
falling like a rain ot lire around me, I 
balanced myself for a moment while [ 
found with my plumb line a point exactly 
over the ship. Then 1 loosed my ten- 
pound shell from its sling aud dropped it. 
1 heard the crash of its fall upon the 
deck, and a deep mullled explosion, which 
told it had broken through and burst be 
low. 1 did not wait to see the end, but, 
striking off at my utmost speed. 1 blew a 
shrill blast ou my whistle to rally my fol- 
lowers, and held my course toward the 
next ship. 

It was not easy now to make out her 
exact position. Kvidently aroused by 
the commotion, though probably not 
understanding its cause, she was throw- 
ing out luminous shells on the side near- 
est the laud. Each of these, bursting at a 
lofty elevation at it distance of about half 
a milo from the ship, diffused a bright 
light over the water, by which the small- 
est boat within the distance of a mile 
might have been distinctly seen. The 
rattle of a drum beating to quarters came 
across the water, and it was clear that 
she at least would uot be caught napping. 
But wb : !e within a wide circle all was 
light as day, the vessel herself lay beyond 
in the darkness, now denser than ever 
from the contrast, Her lights bad all 
been extinguished, and the only clews to 
her position were the frequent Hashes uf 
her mortar, and the dull reports, as shell 
after shell was sent up. This was the 
very thing we wanted The darkness in 
which she was shrouded was necessary to 
our success, while the iuleusity of vigil- 
ance with which her crew scanned the 
surface of the water prevented r.uy eye 
being turned toward the sky. 

"With a low whistle I brought nil my 
men around me, and, in a few words, di- 
rected one who carried a large shell to de- 
scend low over the vessel, and make 
quite sure that it dropped into the funnel. 
He was then to shoot away to the dark 
side as quickly as possible. Thu rest of 
us ascended to a greater height, keeping 
ns directly over the doomed ship as we 
could in the darkness. For a few min- 
utes, which seemed an age, we waited, 
looking down. No grander or more 
striking spectacle could be imagined than 
met our gaze; the Hashes of the mortar, 
the intense blaze of bursting shells, the 
quivering light rellected from the illumi- 
nated circle of sea, and in the distance tho 
rockets which tho other vessel continued 
to throw up. The third ship was now 
burning lights too, and so brightly was 
the surface of the water displayed that 
even so small an object as the head of u 
swimmer must have been seen. 

But we had not long time to admire 
this brilliant display. We could not fol- 
low our comrade's movements in the dark- 
ness which fortunately enshrouded him; 
but af tor somo minutes of suspeuse a 
deep, thunderous, sound was heard, fol- 
lowed, after a few awful moments, by 
loud, confused shouting. The tiring 
ceased; the light of t lie lifst shell went out 
like a <*ymg lamp; and through the dark- 
ness a horrible, rushing gurgling souud 
came up to our ears. "That's the last of 
her, * said one of the men, in awestruck 
tones; U I guess that shell has blown a 
hole in her bottom. Say, captain, shall 
we go and try the other oner We may as 
well make a complete job while w«*re 
about it. " 

Tlio Tricolor Quadrille. 

(Paris Letter.) 
The latest and funniest phase- of French 
fashion has cropped out in I'aris iu the 
invention by a society leader of what ho 
calls the "Tricolor Quadrille. " Of the 
eight couples composing the quadrille 
half the gentlemen wear reel coats, the 
other half blue coats, aud all of them 
white knee-breeches, while all the ladies 
are in white.
